I BLE FOR TAKING GAR 


A w arran t for the arrest of Carl 
Hess, automobile dealer of Sikeston, 
charging him with being an accom­ 
plice with three other men who ar« 
being held for the theft of an auto­ 
mobile from the Jackson garag e July 
10, was sworn to late y«*«terday a fte r­ 
noon and delivered to Sheriff Jesse E. 
Miller for service. 
Extradition will 
be demanded if Bess refuses to coin* 
to Cairo. 
1 he w arrant was issu«»d at the close 
of the prelim inary hearing of Clint 
Wilkinson, George Johnson and Ray- 
tnand Ray, all of Sikeston. employes 
of Bess, who were bound over to the 
October term of the circuit court by 
Judge M. S. Egan. 
Their bond was 
fixed at $500 each and they were re­ 
leased a fte r their bonds had 
been 
signed by Dan M cCarthy and F rank 
Walter. 
The automobile which the men ar« 
alleged to have stolen was delivered 
to Clarence Keaton by Bess, to re­ 
main in his possession, according to a 
contract, until Bess couhl deliver a n ­ 
other car which Keaton had bought, 
trading his old car as part of 
the 
deal. 
It is alleged that when 
Bess 
founil he couhl not carry out the con­ 
tract, he determined to get back bis 
car, and without consulting Keaton, 
or John H, Jackson, at whose garage 
the car was stored, sent the three 
men to Cairo to take th«- m a rh ’ne.

Hileman of Jonesboro, who, with A t­ 
torney Bailey of Sikeston, acted as 
counsel for the men, the three denied 
that after their arrest they had said 
in the presence of Judge E gan and

them they would have trouble in g et­ 
ting the car, hut if they got it out- 
siile tht city limits, they would b« 
all right.

Judge Baldwin On The League, 


Judge Simeon Kben Baldwin, some­ 
tim e Governor o f Connecticut, is one 
of those irritatin g person* who pass 
their lives in studying law ami ju ris­ 
prudence. 
He has studied and inter­ 
preted law. 
He has studied in tern a­ 
tional law and given much of his life 
to the consideration of com parative 
law and the settlem ent of internation­ 
al disputes. 
He ha« an unfortunate 
eminence as a Democrat and a still 
more unfortunate eminence as an un­ 
prejudiced and capable thinker. 
He 
has a hard-headed, logical New E n g ­ 
land mind, enriched by a long practical 
adm inistration of the law. and hy deep 
pondering on the difference* ami the 
m eans o f agreem ent between nations. 
Now an extem porary or occasional 
thinker like Senator Hiram Johnson 
shows the Republican P arty that th«* 
League of N ations is the sum «if all 
villainies. 
It m ust b«> so or Mr. Wil­ 
son would mit b«* in favor of it. 
Mr. 
Baldwin looks at th«*s«* m atters from 
a different, an im partial and regret- 
ably non-Republican point of view. 
H«* has devoted his life, unfotunateiy 
to legal principles. 
From the unhip- 
py depth of his thought he perm its 
himself to say: 
1 have always h«*en in favor «if 
a 
general 
league of nati«>ns and 
prin- 
ciples. 
I have always thought 
th at 
th«* scheme «if the I^*agu«* of Nations 
fav«ir«*<! by President Wilson would be 
improved by some reservatm ns prior 
to our ratifying it. 
These are few. 
Th«* main one is to make it clear that 
no obligations, legal or moral, exist 
which would force our Governm ent 
into w ar without «lue action by Con- 
gr**ss. 
Theoretically, foreign nations 
are b«*uni! to take notice of the term s 
an«! effect of the Constitution 
of the 
United 
State. Practically, the 
m ass 
of their people <io not know 
about <mr 
Constitution except that we are a R«*- 
pubiic. 
Judge Baldwin thus believes in res­ 
ervations such as the San 
Francisco 
platform adm its. 
These are rese rv a­ 
tions which explain and specify, for 
the benefit of foreign nations or doubt­ 
ers in our <iwn, self-evi«ient facts. 
In 
a sense, ami assum ing that everybody 
in this country and outside of this 
«•«luntry 
knows 
exactly 
w hat th«* 
Unit«*«! Stat«*s can bind itself to, con­ 
stitutionally, it might be sai«l that n y 
pecifying and intcrpretory reserva­ 
tion« ar<* unnecessary. 
A wise 
«,1<I 
ht*ad like Ju d g e Baldwin see« that 
they may be 
useful. 
The 
United 
S tates and the rest of th«* world 
nr«* 
beginning or try in g to begin, or will 
soon try to begin, a new period in the 
history of international relations. Th«* 
Covenant of th«* League «>f 
N ations 
lays down the rules for intercom sc 
betwe«n nations such as in another 
way has prevaile«! between 
th« Fed­ 
eral S tates and the Fetleral G overn­ 
ment. 
That no international govern­ 
ment is cri*ate<l by the League 
of 
Nations doesn’t alter the fact th a t n a ­ 
tions, like S tate <iught to be able to 
live togeth«*r on a basis of com ity and 
self-interest. 
That the ha mi of the United States, 
when it becomes a m em ber 
of the 
le a g u e , ca n ’t be forced; that the Con­ 
stitution defines duties on the part of 
the Executive ami the legislative <1**- 
p artm en t that can’t be c hanged by any 
n«*w supposed obligation is sufficiently 
obvious. 
A great law yer like Judge 
Baldwin understands that 
perfectly. 
He understands perfectly the conces­ 
sions, cone«*ding nothing, simply de­ 
fining, that m ust be made to satisfy 
not merely the captious ami the timid, 
but a certain conservative sentim ent 
that wish«*s to have everything und« r- 
stood, w hether self-intelligible or not, 
before entering upon new a rra n g e ­ 
ments found«*«! upon the essential ba«is 
of national polity and life. 
The 
Republicans have chosen 
to 
play fast and loose with the gr«*at 
question. 
They have thought a p p a r­ 
ently that there w as a power in p re­ 
judice and 
ignorance that was 
“a 
good enough M organ” for this «lec­ 
tion. 
Their notion is fa r from com­ 
plim entary to the American 
people. 
When a com petent and careful a u ­ 
thority like Judge Baldwin shows, so 
that every w ayfaring m an can read, 
the 
substantial 
an«! 
unchangeable 
foundation upon which 
the 
United 
States is asked to enter the L«*agu<* 
of Nations, one sees behind him the 
great body of “plain A m ericans” who 
are not pleased to be treat«*«! as chil­ 
dren subject to the “ p a tte r” of the 
Republicans.

All kinds of 
hogs must have shade*.

is ofte n the canes of lu gs dying. Mur­ 
ing July and August small pigs often 
blister on the* back and about 
the 
ears whi< h causes, in some 
cases, 
severe infections and had sores. 
Expensive shelter is not necessary. 
S h ad e trees provide am ple protection, 
W here no trees exist tem porary 
hade 
may be provided by the covering of a 
fram e with canvas 
under whit h the 
bogs may go for protection. 
Some 
producers build indiivdual hog houses 
with sides that may be lifted to pro­ 
vide an increased amount of shade 
during 
the sum m er 
months. 
This 
plan furnishes shade for hogs where* 
only a few are kept. 
Clean fresh w ater for drinking end 
wallow is equally as im portant as, or 
more im portant than, shade. 
The old 
tim e wallow hole covered with suciu 
which was once also th. drinking w n . 
ter, is no longer in favor with the 
succesful 
hog feeder. 
Hogs 
must 
have w ater to drink, and if they c: n- 
not have fresh, clean w ater in th* 
trough or fountain, they will drink 
where they can find it. regardless of 
its condition. 
This fact has caused 
some to believe that hogs prefer noth­ 
ing 
better, but they do and will dem­ 
onstrate the fact when they are able 
to get fresh water from the well. 
The clean w allow hole i - also im­ 
portant. 
Hogs may use the muddy 
wallow if no other is available; but, 
again if clean w ater is provided in a 
concrete* wallow they will prefer it to 
the 
mud hole. Concrete wallows are 
not 
expensive according to the U ni­ 
versity of Missouri College of A gri­ 
culture. if constructed at odd times,
